1 . A polyurethane hot melt adhesive composition comprising an isocyanate, from about 10 wt % 
to about 60 wt % of at least one substantially non-crystalline polyol, and from about 1 wt % to 
about 30 wt % of a functional acrylic polymer, and which comprises not more than about 10 
wt % of a substantially crystalline polyol. 



3. The adhesive of claim 2 wherein said at least one non-crystalline polyol polymer comprises a 
mixture of from about 10 wt % to about 60 wt % of a polyether, up to about 40 wt % of an 
aromatic polyester, up to about 40 wt % of an aliphatic polyester, and up to about 40 wt % of 
a polybutadiene.
